The war in Europe haa rendered it im-

'avorable opportunity arises, the loan may 
>e offered and bonds delivered without de- 
ay. Inasmuch aa the war in Europe and 
consequent demand for money makes it 
doubtful whether the four and four and 
one-half per cent, bonds be taken, it seem- 
id to me wise to order the issue of one 
inndrcd million additional bonds bearing 
ntereet at five per cent. The interest can 
be paid quarterly without inconvenience, 
and the Secretary therefore respectfully 
recommends that the loan act be ao modi- 
ied that the payment of interest may be 
nade quarterly instead of aemi-annuaaly. 
Jhould those recommendations be ap- 
proved by Congress it ia of (great impor- 
tance that an act authorizing tbe changes 
be passed .without delay. Complaints are 
made that' the national bank bills are 
worn to such an extent as to be no longer 
If for circulation, and as more new banks 
ace to be orgamred, the Secretary recom- 
mends that an appropriation be made, anc 
authority given for tbe issue of new billa 
upon auch paper and in euoh form as may 
to designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


The Secretary asks the attention of Con- 


gress to the bill prepared in thia depart- 
ment and submitted at the last session 
relative to the mints and coinage system 
of the country. 


He states with regard to the question 


of the revival of American commerce tbat 
without undertaking to specify the means 
by which it ia to.be accomplished, he can 
lot [overstate the importance of such 
legislation aa will secure'that revival. He 
recommends an increase of the permanent 
appropriations for the collection of reve- 
nues from customs to the sum. of $2,500,- 
000; also such alterations of the law aa 
will provide for one principal appraiser at 
each port where there are now two, with 
equal power. The Secretary renews his 
recommendation for an appropriation for 
revenue cutters and marine hospitals. He 
calls attention to tbe inadequacy and in- 
equality to salaries in the Treasury De- 
partment. In his annual report in De- 
cember last, be advises the continuance ol 
the existing aystem of taxation aa essen- 
tial conditions to the success of the pro- 
posed loan. The circumstance that war 
was declared between France and Prussia 
simultaneously with the passage of the 
loan bill, put it out of the power of tbe 
power of the Department to make such ne- 
gotiations as had been expected. The largi 
revenues, however, of tbe Qovernmen con- 
tinning without material abatement nnti 
the present time, had improved tbe credit 
of the country and enabled the Treasury 
Department, by weekly purchases, to re- 
duce tbe amount of surplus bonds offeree 
for sale, and contributed to depreciate the 
market value of gold. He also expresse* 
the opinion tbat the policy of tbe countr 
should contemplate a revenue sufficient t* 
meet the ordinary expenses of the govern 
ment, pay tbe. interest on the public deb 
and from twenty-five to fifty millions dol 
lars of the principal annually. The re- 
duction of the public debt since the 80th 
of June last had been so great aa to render 
it certain that the total reduction for the 
present fiscal Tear will j exceed sixty mil 
lion dollars. The Secretary saya in con 
elusion: "The financial procpect, altbougl 
highly favorable, is not such as will war 
rant important changes in the revenue 
system at the present session, but ahouU 
the result during the coining year mee 
hia expectations, it will be possible at th 
December session of the Forty-second Con 
grass to make a very material reduction

Tbe Siamese Twins. 


AN CHANG BE SEVERED FROM ENG '— 
CHANQ'S PARALYSIS AND ESO'8 CON- 
FINEMENT IN BED—WHAT SHALL BE 
DONE WHEN EITUBB DIBB ? 


From ths New York Bnn. 


The fact that Chang, one of the Siamese 


wina, has been paralyzed waa some time 
go reported by the press; and aa the sin- 
gular union of these brothers, who are 
oined together by a hollow cartilaginous 
>and or ligature, haa been the cause of 


uch speculation and theorizing by emi- 


nent medical men in this country and in 
Europe, the following details, which were 
iciven to a representative of the New York 
"tin yesterday by a gentleman who re- 
ently met them at their home, will be of 
pecial interest to those who have a .taste 
or the investigation of physical phe- 
nomena. 


Chang and Eng visited Europe in Feb- 
nary last under an engagement to ex- 
libit themselves as a curiosity. They re- 
mained abroad about six months, retnm- 
ng to this country in the Cunard steamer 
hich arrived here on tbe 13th of August 


While on the way over, aa they -were 
eated at a table engaged in a game of 
L.bess with the Captain of the ship, Chang 
waa struck with paralysis of the right 


ide. 
He became utterly helpless, and 


was obliged to remain in bed the rest of 
the voyage. Of course, Eng, although not 
at all affected in his own person by the 
unhappy visitation whioh afflicted his 
nrother, waa obliged to keep the latter 
company and also to confine himself to hia 
berth. 


On tbe arrival of the steamer, the twine 


ipcnt several days in Taylor's Hotel in 
'eraey City, and Chang improved ao much 
.hat the brothers were able to sit up, and 
inally to go to their home in Mt. Airy, 
Surrey county, N. C. 


Since their return to North Carolina, 


?bang haa gained steadily in general 
lealth, but big right leg continues useless. 
This, however, does not prevent the twins 
"rom going about and attending to their 
ordinary avocations. 


Those who have Been thia curious pair 


will recollect that Eng stands on the right 
or off side, and Chang on the left, and 
that the inside arm of each ig usually 
thrown around the other's back or neck, 
[u their present condition, the way they 
manage to move from place to place to 
place is this: Chnng ties up his right or 
inside leg in a sling, and with the support 
given him by a crutch under the left 
ihoulder, and the aid of hia brother's arm, 
finds no difficulty in making hia way 
around the plantation aa easily aa ever. 


The most aiuirular thing|abont thia ex- 


;raordinary cage is the fact that during 
the whole of Chang's severe and danger- 
ous illness Eng haa been in unusually good 
lealth and spirit*, not excepting the time 
during which he waa confined to his bro- 
ther's sick bed. He has no wish to be dis- 
united from Chang, even if he could be 
convinced that the operation would be 
Tree from inconvenience or danger; and a 
son recently remarked to a friend that be 
did not believe that hia father would ever 
consent to a aeparation should Chang die 
irst. 


Distinguished medical authorities have 


differed in regard to the practicability 
of separating the twins by a surgical oper- 
ation, though the general opinion haa been 
hat it might be accomplished with safety. 
Some have supposed that the fact that the 
brothers have but a single nmMicut,which 
s situated in the middle of the ligature 
that unites them, indicates a conversion 
in the circulation of tbe blood through 
the two bodies which would render an op- 
eration dangerous; bet the circumstances 
attending Chang's illness acem to dispose 
of thia objection. • 


One peculiar inconvenience has resulted 


From Chang's misfortune. Chang and Eng 
both of whom have considerable families, 
keep np distinct domestic establishments 
and their houses are separated by a dis- 
tance of three-fourths of a mile. Between 
the two residence, flows a rapid creek, 
which they crossed by means of a foot- 
bridge, consisting of a single log, squared 
and hewed. Over thia narrow pathway 
the two could cross with ease while they 
were both well, but in Chang's present 
condition they find' it impossible to ac- 
complish the passage.

PNECMAMIC PASBBNGEB CABS IN CUF- 


CAOO. 


From tt* Chicago Times. 


A pleasure trip on a new lineofpnet- 


matio oars was taken by seventy invitM 
raestt in Chicago on Saturday last 
The 


jarty left the dummy station at three 
o'clock, and soon arrived at Hyde Park, 
where the pneumatic car was found back- 
ed up to a portable engine at the rear of 
:he depot. The car resembles an ordinary 
itreet car, excepting the peculiar forma- 
tion of the roof, whioh looks like that of a 
palace sleeping car, and oc this account it 
iras at once dubbed "the palace street car" 
by visitors. This heavy top render? the 
oar about twine as heavy as others, and is 
of great importance to the pneumatic car, 
Tor it contains the propelling power. It 
consists of four hollow tanrs, made of 
copper, bruised together, and of sufficient 
capacity to hold 150 cubic feet of com- 
pressed air, and of sufficient strength to 
resist a pressure of 250 pounds to the 
square inch. These, tanks are filled, or 
charged, by means of an air force pump 
worked by the steam engine, 
fieaeath 


the scats, on either side, at one end of the 
car, are two small machines, operated pre- 
cisely the same as the ordinary steam en- 
gine connected with the wheels by cranks. 
The engines ate controlled by the conduc- 
tor on the platform by means of a wheel 
placed in juxtaposition with the brake. 
One hand is used in operating the en- 
gines, without interfering seriously with 
the control of the brake. 


After the filling of the tanks, which oc- 


cupied but a few minute!', the company 
was divided into two parties to accommo- 
date the size of the car. 
The first load 


consisted of thirty men. 
The ear started 


with the same celerity as one would drawn 
by a pair of horses, and bowled along very 
nicely at the ratn of six miles an hour. 
The pressure on the guage at starting was 
146 pound*. After passing np the track 
for a mile, the car returned, making the 
last mile in a few seconds less than ten 
minutes, and the gnage indicated that on- 
ly 30 pounds of pressure had been used. 
The car was reloaded and went Another 
mile and a quarter, when the pressure be- 
came exhausted. 
The tanks were only 


calculated to hold sufficient air to propel 
the car three miles, and it was so stated 
by Mr. Myers before the start was made. 
The trial was pronounced to be entirely 
satisfactory by the railroad men present, 
and some of them were quite enthusiastic 
in their praise of the invention and the 
inventor. The only objection made was 
to the slight noise of the exhaust in the 
little engine^, and this, it is claimed, can 
be completely, deadened by having them 
inclosed in boxen.

A Washington correspondent of the 


New York Tntmnt writes: "There will 
certainly be a great deal of tariff agitation 
this winter; but it is not likely to result 
in any new legislation. We shall only 
have a skirmish of words preceding the ac- 
tual battle, which promises to be the 
great event of the XLIIu Congress. The 
" Revenue Reformers," knowing they will 
be stronger in the next Congress than in 
thin, will probably content themselves 
with speech-making and-plotting to con- 
trol the origaaization of the next House. 


There is good ground to hope for the 


adoption oi legislation to enable the Gov- 
ernment and the banks to take tbe short 
remaining sup necessary to reach a re- 
sumption in specie payment*. The feel- 
ing is general among tbe hes>; men in Con- 
gress that resumption can easily be accom- 
plished within a year, and that it should 
be done before the opening of tbe next 
Presidential campaign, as the crowning 
good work of the Republican party. A 
conference on this (subject of the lead- 
ing member* of the Finance Committees 
of both houses is already talked of. 


The prospects of the passage of a Gen- 


eral Amnesty bill are better than before. 
Many members, who six months ago, were 
in favor of continuing disqualifications in- 
definitely, now frankly say that they have, 
chanffod their views, and believe that the 
time ha» come to give the finishing stroke 
to the work of reconstruction; thus set- 
tling the whole matter, so that it will 
play no part in the politics of the future. 
If tho present Congress refuses to do this 
it will be the earliest action of the next. 


The strong ground taken by 
both 


parties, during the recent canvass, in] op- 
position to further grants of land for the 
benefi* of corporations, has produced such 
a marked effect upon the mind of Con- 
gress that the prospects of the numerous

last session are exceedingly black. There 
are about a dozen on the Speaker's table 
and twice as many more in the Committee 
on Public Lands. The Committee if fa- 
vorable to most of them, providing the 
clause be added which they have devised, 
obliging tho roads to sell the lands to act- 
ual settlers at the average price of $2 50 
per acre ; but the House is less favorably 
disposed than the Committee. No rail- 
road land grant appears to have any 
cSianoe, with the single exception oi the 
Southern Pacific, which has a strong back- 
ing from men who oppose all other grants, 
and support this solely because of the im- 
portant national character of the enter- 
prise. 


As to tbe San Domingo purchase, it is, 


as yet unsafe to predict the result of a re- 
consideration of the treaty.

National Board of Trade. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 8. 


The Board met at 9 o'clock. Delegates 


from Louisville took their seats. 
The 


The Board took action npon several ques- 
tions of public importance, first in refer- 
ence to direct imports to the interior. A 
resolution was passed unanimously, Hik- 
ing a modification of the Treaiury regula- 
tions, in regard to the transportation of 
imported goods from sea-porta to the inte- 
rior, taking the ground that it ia not nec- 
essary that cars or vessels contain other 
goods than those shipped in bond for im- 
mediate transportation, that common car- 
Tiers should not be required to bear the 
expense of inspectors and th'at some plan 
should be immediately devised whereby 
merchandize can be transported directly 
from the vessels of importation to the ve- 
hicle which is to carry it to its place oi 
destination. 


Resolutions were reported and unani- 


mously agreed to, expressing the convic- 
tion that the question of the condition ol 
the Civil service and of the necessity for 
its reform has become one of vital impor- 
tance, and that tbe early passage of a 
proper Civil Service law i«i required bv 
the moral and material intersts of tho 
country. 


On the subject of railroad receipts for 


grain, resolutions were passed requesting 
railroads to give all shippers of grain bills 
of lading that would be\ood for the quan- 
tities called forjat the place of delivery, 
and also desiring the intervention oi 
Legislatures of different States by the en- 
actment of laws compelling railroads to 
weigh and receipt for grain taken by them 
and to ielivar the name at the place of des- 
tination or pay for the deficiencies. 


In reference to the cental system a 


memorial to Congress was adopted asking 
that body to pass a bill for the establish- 
ment of that system of measurement in 
the handling of grain and other com- 
modities. 


Strong resolutions were unanimously 


adopted in. favor of an allowance of tare 
on cotton, the Board having previously 
passed resolutions in favor of the abolition 
of all State laws, descriminating against 
non-resident traders and agents. 


A resolution was introduced asking Con- 


gress to pass a law over-riding theae'local 
regulations, which, however, did not ob- 
tain the requisite two-thirds vote for its 
passage. The vote stood on final-action, 
§8 to 28. 


A resolution of respect to the memory 


of Gen. Hiram Wolbridge, of New York, 
reenntly deceased, who was President at 
the Convention at Detroit, and has been 
present at every succeeding meeting of the 
National Board until the present, was 
unanimously passed. 


After an eloquent and feeling tribute to 


the ro.eraoTy of the deceased, tho Board 
adjonined until to-morrow at 9 o'clock.

fine not exceeding $1,000.: ;It also forbids 
under the same penalties any importer, 
broker, agent or other person from mak- 
ing any Government official or employee 
or member'of his family, .directly or in- 
directly, any present, gratuities, reward or 
compensation for any service promised or 
rendered in connection with the duties of 
his office. 


By Morton, providing that all elections 


for President, Vice- President and Mem-

the bill was intended to apply to Ken- 
tucky, and perhaps one or two other 
Slates where elections were •dra wee, and 
not by ballot.
